HIDES FOR FOOTWEAR 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—To-day it is reported that 
150 workers have been placed under 
notice by. Messrs. E, O'Callaghan 
and Sons, Limerick, because of 
shortage of hides. Some weeks ago 
it was officially stated at a Wages 
Advisory Tribunal that there was a 
shortage of footwear for the retail 
trade due to the lack of hides. 
We now make the following 
categorical statements: 

1) There are not less than 6,000 
hides in store in Dublin immediately 
available for despatch to the 
tanneries, 


(2) The despatch of these hides 
to the tanneries is prevented by 
efforts being made to perpetuate a 
monopoly in the: hide and skin trade 
in Dublin. ; 

(3) Not less than 1,000 hides a 
week ,can be made available 


|traders who desire to kill cattle in 


Dublin were not submitted to 
ressure and coercion—again in the 
interests of a particular group in the 
hide and -skin trade. 

(4) 1,000 tons of coarse salt are in 
store at the North Wall, yet a legiti- 
mate trader is denied additional 
supplies of salt sé | the Department 
of Industry and Commerce to 
enable him to handle additional 
quantities of hides and assist traders 
desirous of killing considerable 
numbers of cattle each week.

Some 
little time ago, the Pope delivered 
himself of a scathing attack on 
the National Socialist ‘system, 
which has been shattered for. all 
time by the success of the Allied 
forces. Every reasonable man 


well as grossly unjust, to hold 
80,000,000 Germans individually 


tyranny which was imposed upon 
them by Hitler and his gang. On 
the other hand, there is no 
doubt that the German «people 
allowed themselves to be bullied 
by the Nazis, first, into a 
kind of sullen’ acceptance, and 
eventually into what seemed to 
be an almost enthusiastic support 
of the National Socialist régime. 
In these circumstances, the Allies 
would not be human if they were 
not tempted to mete out condign 
punishment to the race whose 
leaders brought so much suffering 
upon the world.
